Yo new organization plan for the State Shipping on the Oder Liver vas issued cy the 
Directerate General, Shirring, Berlin. The incividual sections of the State Shipsing 
on the Oder River were still being set up, and some of their assignments were still 
even, On 12 July, Soviet key personnel inc)ucing Logachev (fnu}, Captain ist Orade, 
Soviet Havy, Selyominov (fnu), Chief Enginee:; Glensxi {fnu), Chief Acccuntant; and 
4 Russian woman secretary, were still working.
